“JAPAN CLOSES 
CHINESE TREATY 


Lease of Liao ies Peninsula 
and Open Door Among 
the Provisions. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 22.--Important 
details of the treaty between China 
and Jinan signed at Pekin today have 
reached the State Department by ca- 


ble. China consents to lease to Jap- 
an the Liao Tung Peninsula, at the 
southern extremity of which ia Port 

Arthur and Dalny. This territory for- 
merly was held by Russia under 
lease from China. 

China concedes to Japan the ton- 
trol of the rallway on the peninsula 
northward os far as Changchin. This 
is one of the spurs which connects 
with the Russian Siberlan Railway 
system, and the point named probably 
will mark the division between Rus- 
‘sian and Ja’ an control. 

China also concedes to Japan the 
right to build a railway from Antung 
on the Yalu River to Mukden, the an- 
clent capital of Manchuria, probably 
along the line of the famous old mili- 
tary or caravan road. It its provided, 
however, that at the end of a certain 
period the road may be purchased by 
China, 

Most important of all of the provi- 
Sions of the treaty is an article 
whereby China agrees to open to the 
world’s commerce and trade 16 prin- 
c'pal ports and cities in Manchurla, 
including Harbin, the modern Rus- 
Sian capiial of the province, and its 
inost important railroad center, thus 
marking, in the o inion of the State 
Nepartment officiais, the final success 
of the long struggle by the 
States for the open door.

Judge Burgess Declares Attor- 
ney-General’s Quo Warranto 
Suit Proper. 


The State Supreme Court at Jefferson 
City Friday overruled the demurrer filed 
by the Delmar Jockey Club in the 
custer proceedings instituted by Attor- 
ney-General Hadley to secure a revoca- 
tlon of the club’s charter on the ground 
that it permitted gambling at the Del- 
mar track tn violation of the new anti- 
poolselling law. 

The Court announced that the Del- 
mar Club would be given 15 days in 
which to file an answer to the Attor- 
ney-General's original petition. Fail- 
ure to do so will mean that the charter 
of the Delmar Jockey Club will be for- 
felted without further legal proceed- 
ings. 

L. P. Deming, a brewery employe, is 
president of the Delmar Jockey Club. A 
majority of the stock is owned by Louis 
A. Cella, C. A. Tilles and Sam Adler. 

The Court, In its opinion by Judge 
Burgess, holds that an act of incorpora- 
tion may be forfeited for misuse of pow- 
ers intrusted to it and that a corporation 
may be proceeded against by quo war- 
rr: HATO for mis ise of its frane hise. 

“The charter of the defendant,’’ says 
the opinion, “is a contract with the 








State that it will use the franchises 
that it will not abuse 
or pervert other franchises and will not 
engage in unlawful business.’ 
Regarding the acceptance of bets by 
minors, the Court held it to be the duty 
of poolsellers to know that sales were 
not made to minors. 
The Jockey Club asked that the anti- 
bookmaking law be declared unconsti- 





tutional, but on this the Court said: 

‘This Court will not declare a law un- | 
constitutional] unless it be of the opinion | 
that it is so beyond a reasonable doubt, 
and it holds no such opinion in nt 
case. 

The only portion of the benmurees | 
sustained was that protesting against 
consideration of bookmaking during the 
time it was permitted by law.

“Y never invested a dollar tn the busi- 
ness, never received a dollar from it, 
never had anything to do with it and I 
knew nothing about it except in a gen- 
eral way that it was a book business.

Mrs. Katterer testified that her sister, 
Mrs. Chaber, was not a fit person td 
have the child. saving that the child’s 
mother had been seen to smoke cigar- 
ettea and had once put a cigarette Into 
the baby’s mouth. 

Doorstep for Her Boy. 

Mrs. Katterer testified that she heard 
her sister say she was going to wrap 
‘little Harry up and leave him on some- 
one's doorstep, as she could not care 
for him. Then, Mrs. Katterer says, she 
and her husband offered to take Harry 
if he were given to them for all time. 

Mrs. Clarence Robidou and another 
sistey of Mrs. Chaber also testified 
against the young mother. When a 
younger sister of Mrs. Chaber had fin- 
ished telling of an occasion when Mrs. 
Chaber proved herself unworthy, aé she 
believed. of having the care of her 
child, Mrs. Chaber burst into tears, and 
the vounger sister, seeing this, walked 
to her vzeat in the courtroom and wept. 

Eugene Chaber’s mother testified that, 
although she was not pleased at her 
sun's marriage at the age of 18 she was 
willing and anxious that his child be 
restoted to him, and promised a home 
for it and ita father and mother at her 
house, where, she said, the child would 
be well cared. for. 

During the hearing little Harry lay 
asleep in Mrs. Katterer’s arms, except 
the few minutes when the aunt was on 
the stand, Mr. Katterer holding him 
during that time.

ST. PETERSBURG, Dec. 22.~—Twen- 
ty-four railway cars were demolished 
and all the soldiers in them were killed 
or badly injured when rebels blew up a 
train with troops sent to quell the re- 
bellion in Livonia, near Stockmannskof, 
a railway station. 

The rebels also wrecked with dyna- 
mite one of two trains sent to give as- 
sistance. Gen. Andrinokoff and many 
soldiers were killed. 

Railway employes refuse to serve 
trains on which soldiers embark to sup- 
press revolt, mutiny or insurrection. 

The revolutionists are confident that 
by cutting off communication they can 
reduce all the troops in the military 
centery. They are stirring up the peas- 
ants and this will prevent the dispatch 
of even a single regiment to any of the 
disaffected districts. 

This plan has been met by the Czar 
with a ukase conferring autocratic pow- 
ers on all the local army commanders 
and the senior administrative authori- 
ties, who are entitled to proclaim mar- 
tial law at will. 

But the revolutionaries point out that 
martial law is of little value “without 
troops to enforce it. 

Czar’s Ludricous Manifesto. 

The Czar has made 2 last attempt to 
restore the loyalty of the army by a 
ludicrous manifesto, the chief provis- 
ions of which are that the soldierg shall 
have increased rations to the extent of 
one-half penny a day, together with a 
separate piece of soap each per month 
and the pay of the infantry is raised to 
three-fifths of a penny a day.

“Bob” Davis, the Democratic boss. 
wouldn't let them run; wouldn't let any- 
body run in thelr party who wouldn't 
knuckle under to him. But Mark was 
a Republican. The ward, like the city 
and county, was heavily Democratic, 
and since there was so little chance of 
winning, the Republican ring would let 
anybody have the nomination, They 
couldn’t persuade Mark himself, but 
they went to his mother, and she bade 
Mark run..

Amateur Athletic Union Will 
Not Attempt to Supervise 
Gentlelan’s Game. 


The Amateur Athletic Union, which 
has for years exercised a circumscribed 
control over amateur billiards, has vol- 
untarily withdrawn. from its supervision 
of the gentlemen’s game, and the play- 
ers who desire to engage in games for 
a side bet or wager need no longer fear 
the esplonage of me A. A. U. official 
that. would repo their breach of the 
amateur rules.
